Now, she’s salvaging bagel scraps left on their 
plates for pizza toppings and cutting lotion 
bottles in half so she can scrape out the last 
drops. 

If you thought those cheapskate friends 
and relatives couldn’t pinch pennies any 
tighter, think again. They’re going way 
beyond sharpening their coupon scissors, 
replacing already cheap store-brand fabric 
softener with vinegar and even making their 
own detergent. VanDeventer was drying her 
hair in front of a fan after her portable hair 
dryer broke— until her friends bought her a 
new one. 

The recession is radically changing behavior 
among many different types of people, from 
the Wall Street bankers who are now waltzing 
into Wal-Mart for the first time to buy their 
groceries to teens who are now thumbing 
through the piles of status jeans at secondhand 
shops to save money And experts say that such 
behavior could linger long after the economy 
recovers. 

The trend is disturbing for merchants, who 
already are reeling from the sharp pullback 
by spenders. Such extreme miserly behavior 
could only worsen the decline in consumer 
spending. 

“Frugal people are now looking at more 
ways not to spend money,” said Lynnae 
McCoy, who runs a blog called belngfrugal.

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‘I deserve 


another, 
chance’ 

Chicagoans with arrests struggle to 
land jobs— but there may be hope

Taisha Brownlee realized she would have to struggle to put 
her life back together after being released from federal prison 
last summer. 

Brownlee wanted to re-enter the workforce, but after 
checking “yes” to a felony conviction on applications, the 37- 
year-old wondered if she would ever get a job. 

“Employers were so high up and enthused about me until 
they saw my answer to that one question,” Brownlee, who 
lives in the South Suburbs, said of reaction to her nearly two- 
year sentence for drug conspiracy charges. ‘After awhile, I got 
really discouraged.” 

Brownlee got a job as a case manager at Westside Health 
Authority, a nonprofit that offers career assistance and re- 
entry support to ex-offenders. Now, Brownlee said, she helps 
others like her, who have a black mark on their records. 

“I made a mistake,” Brownlee said. “I paid for it. I want to 
move on.” 

But many more locals might also be paying a price 
professionally for less drastic past mistakes— even arrests in 
which the charges were dropped— career experts and local 
criminal attorneys told RedEye. 

Criminal lawyer Tamara Holder said people assume she spends 
the brunt of her time working with convicted felons. But she 
has seen a spike in the number of twenty- and thirtysomething 
professionals coming to her for help with clearing their arrest 
records through the process of expungement, which effectively 
erases the record from law enforcement files. 

Essentially, applicants file an appeal through the courthouse 
in the district where they were arrested. A judge makes the 
final decision, and successful applicants get their arrest 
records— including mug shots— returned, Holder said. 

It’s worth it, especially now, to clear away any hint of a run- 
in with the law, said John Challenger, CEO of locally based 
workplace consultant Challenger, Gray and Christmas. 

“Companies have a lot of people to choose from and fewer 
jobs to give them,” said Challenger, blaming the shrinking job 
market for the shift in employer attitude. “Even as far back as 
January 2007, employers might have given you a chance if your 
abilities outweighed whatever legal issue you had, especially if 
it was something done when you were young and reckless. But 
now, it’s just another way to weed job-seekers out.” 

A number of Holder’s clients are contending with arrests 
from their college days, she said, citing busts for retail theft and 
marijuana possession among their common conundrums. Loop- 
based criminal attorney Robert Kerr, too, has noted that pattern. 



“The clients I see are dealing with a college arrest for 
something like disorderly conduct that they never thought 
twice about until some employer calls it to their attention,” 
Kerr said of what he described as “young, white-collar 
professional” clients. “Then, they realize they need to do 
something about it if they can.” 

Locals seeking expungement must go to one of the six 
district courthouses in the county in which charges were 
brought against them and file papers— and pay fees— to get 
the process started, Holder and Kerr said. 

Odds appear in favor of expungement for applicants with 
qualifying misdemeanor arrests, according to data provided 
by the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Cook County, which 
tracks expungements in the six county districts courthouses, 
including Markham, Skokie and Daley Plaza. Judges expunged 
approximately 81 percent of 11,800 considered requests for 
misdemeanor arrests last year, according to court data. In 
2007, judges expunged approximately 82 percent of 8,987 
considered misdemeanor arrest requests. 

But you can’t take appropriate action unless you know 
you have a record, Holder said. She said you can access that 
information at computers within the six courthouses. If you 
were arrested in the city, Holder recommends also getting 
fingerprinted and run through the system at Chicago Police 


Pardon me? 


For locals who have been convicted of a misdemeanor, 
expungement is not an option unless it comes from the 
governor, who also can pardon you. How likely is that? Not 
very high, according to statistics provided by Ken Tupy, a 
spokesman from the state’s Prisoner Review Board. Tupy 
cautioned that the number of requests granted also might 
reflect a backlog in processing and review.

headquarters at 3510 S. Michigan Ave. The fee is $16, and 
turnaround for your fingerprint records is approximately 
four days, a representative from the police’s department of 
identification told RedEye. 

That’s the scenario if you have been arrested and the charges 
were later dismissed or dropped. The rules change, however, if 
you actually have been convicted of a misdemeanor. 

That limits your options to a sealing or partial suppression of 
your record, making it accessible only to law enforcement. 
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Tiffany Dziadkowiec, 28, has been trying 
to have a shoplifting misdemeanor removed 
from her record in order to get a job.

But even that isn’t a given. Last year, about 6i percent of 
considered misdemeanor conviction records were successfully 
sealed, according to data from the Clerk of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County About 70 percent of considered requests 
were sealed in 2007, that same data showed. 

Tiffany Dziadkowiec, a 28 -year-old Downers Grove 
resident, said she still is paying the price for youthful 
indiscretions seven years ago. 

Dziadkowiec, then 21, received probation rather than a 
jail sentence on charges of retail theft related to an incident 
in which she said she was with two “friends of friends” who 
stole from a store. Dziadkowiec, who maintains she didn’t 
steal anything, now finds herself hard-pressed to find a job. 

Recent attempts to seal her record have failed, Dziadkowiec 
said. Her probation was categorized as unsatisfactorily 
terminated in 2002, and she suspects a misunderstanding of 
the terms of the probation is the reason. 

“I’m going to keep trying,” said Dziadkowiec, who is being 
represented by Holder. “My mind is reeling from college 
tuition, my kid, and the fact that I need to set up a retirement. 
I’m almost 30 now, and everything is snowballing. 

“What I did, I did as a kid, and I think I deserve another 
chance.” kkyles@tribune.com

Logan Square’s Vanessa Munoz understands 
why employers are reluctant to give ex- 
offenders a chance. 

But what they may not realize is that 
when they reject someone with a criminal 
record, they are affecting that person’s 
family at the same time, she said. 

Munoz, 28, said she and her 8 -year-old son 
are struggling financially because his father— 
her former boyfriend— Jesse Serrano, is 
unable to find a job because of a record 
including felony convictions in 1996 and 2002 
for gun possession and aggravated battery 

“It takes a toll on me,” Munoz said of 
Serrano’s inability to get a job. “He owes a 
lot of child support, and without that help, 
I’ve had to cut my own health insurance 
and live check- to-check.” 

Munoz said Serrano, who injured his 
back in a labor-intensive position, hasn’t 
had luck looking, a situation worsened by a 
DUI he was convicted of, and served time 
for, last April. 

Serrano’s is a situation in which many ex- 
offenders find themselves, particularly in a 
down economy, according to the director 
of the Westside Health Authority, which 
houses a prisoner re-entry program funded 
in part by the Illinois Department of 
Corrections and the Chicago Department 
of Human Services. The program added 
a job placement component in 2007 with 
just 23 participants. Last year, nearly 5,000 
visited the center, program director Roger 
Ehmen told RedEye. 

Among those visitors was Pedro 


Menendez, a West Side resident who has 
served separate sentences for aggravated 
robbery and drug possession. Menendez, 
39, spent nearly two years looking for a job 
after his latest release, he said. 

Recently Westside Health Authority helped 
land him one in customer service. Others aren’t 
so lucky, said Menendez, who still volunteers 
at the center during his time off. 

“You don’t get a fair shake, especially in 
this economy,” Menendez said. 

Ehmen said the program is achieving 
successes like Menendez’s in a down 
economy, but faces an uphill battle to find 
jobs for program participants 

“There is a set of employers who will not 
hire an ex-offender for any reason,” Ehmen 
said. ‘Another set will do it if the person 
is seven years or more removed from the 
crime. The third set will hire anyone as long 
as they can do the work.” 

Ehmen is encouraged by what he called 
growth in that second set. 

“Our society seems to be a little more 
open to correcting mistakes, especially 
with corporate bigwigs serving prison 
sentences and then being able to re-enter 
society,” Ehmen said. “It gives me hope for 
the future.” 

Munoz said she hopes Serrano will find 
a job soon. Until then, Munoz considers 
herself stuck. 

“I hear my friends complain about the 
economy, and I ask, ‘Oh, you think this is 
bad?”’ Munoz said. “I’ve been living this 
way for years.” kyra kyles

Radioactive fuel will 
remain in place after 
budget stalls storage site

In a pool of water just a football field away from 
Lake Michigan, about i,ooo tons of highly radio- 
active fuel from the scuttled Zion Nuclear Power 
Station is waiting for someplace else to spend a 
few thousand years. 

The wait just got longer. 

President Obama’s proposed budget all but 
kills the Yucca Mountain project, the controver- 
sial site where the U.S. nuclear industry’s spent 
fuel rods were supposed to end up in permanent 
storage deep below the Nevada desert. There are 
no other plans in the works, meaning the waste 
for now will remain next to Zion and 104 other 
reactors scattered across the country 

Obama has said too many questions remain 
about whether storing waste at Yucca Mountain is 
safe, and his decision fulfills a campaign promise. 
But it also renews nagging questions about what 
to do with the radioactive waste steadily accumu- 
lating in 35 states. 

Customers of ComEd and other nuclear utili- 
ties have shelled out $10 billion to develop the 
Yucca Mountain site in spare-change-size charges 
tacked on to electric bills. Most of that money 
will have been wasted, and experts forecast that 
billions more will be spent on damage suits from 
utilities that counted on the federal government 
to come up with a permanent burial ground. 

Reversing course from previous administra- 
tions satisfies critics in Nevada, including Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid, but triggers another 
round of maneuvering and regional bickering in 


WHY ILLINOIS? 

With seven nuclear plants, Illinois relies more 
heavily on nuclear power and has a larger 
stockpile of spent fuel than any other state. 
Besides Zion near Lake Michigan, plants storing 
waste are sited along the Illinois, Rock and 
Mississippi Rivers. 



Congress. 

“We are drifting toward a permanent policy of 
keeping extremely toxic waste next to the Great 
Lakes, and that cannot stand,” said U.S. Rep. 
Mark Kirk (R-Ill.). 

More than 57,000 tons of spent fuel rods 
already are stored next to reactors, just a few yards 


away from containment buildings where they 
once generated nuclear-heated steam to drive 
massive electrical turbines. More than 7,100 tons 
are stored in Illinois, including at the Zion facility 
in Chicago’s northern suburbs. 

Until now, the solution was Yucca Mountain, a 
dusty mountain of volcanic rock about 100 miles 
northwest of Las Vegas that Congress chose in 
the late 1980s as a permanent repository Federal 
officials spent the past two decades— and billions 
of dollars —preparing to bury spent fuel in a series 
of fortified tunnels drilled into the mountain in 
an area 10 times larger than the Loop. 

Without further funding, the project will wind 
up as a very expensive hole in the ground. 


Peterson’s attorney denies reports about Stacy

Drew Peterson’s attorney Tuesday dismissed 
reports that Peterson had enlisted his stepbroth- 
er’s help to dispose of his wife’s body in 2007 and 
that Peterson had asked that same stepbrother 
whether he loved him enough to kill for him. 

In his first public interview, Peterson’s step- 
brother, Thomas Morphey this week told an area 
newspaper that he had helped Peterson move a 
blue barrel out of Peterson’s house on the day that 
Peterson’s wife, Stacy, disappeared. The Tribune 
previously had reported Morphey’s alleged role in 
the day’s events. 


But Morphey also said that the day before the 
blue barrel incident, Drew Peterson asked him: 
“how much do you love me?” and “enough to kill 
forme?” 

Peterson’s attorney, Joel Brodsky, downplayed 
the significance of Morphey’s interview, saying 
that the man has a history of drug and alcohol 
abuse. Morphey also has tried committing sui- 
cide, including an attempt in the days after Stacy 
Peterson vanished. 

‘A person like that has fantasies — they are delu- 
sional,” Brodsky said. “They can create things for 
whatever reason, they can twist facts or circum- 


stances to meet their own needs. So you can’t 
really take a person like that at their word.” 

Morphey could not be reached for comment 
Tuesday 

Peterson, 55, a former Bolingbrook police ser- 
geant, is the sole suspect in the disappearance of 
Stacy Peterson, who is his fourth wife, and was 23 
at the time. 

Authorities have called the case a “potential 
homicide,” which has led them to re-investigate 
the mysterious death of Peterson’s third wife, 
Kathleen Savio, who was found dead in a bath- 
tub in 2004.

10 die in 

Alabama 

shootings 

□ A gunman went on a shooting spree in two 
neighboring south Alabama towns Tuesday, 
killing nine people before he shot himself at a 
metals plant, authorities said. 

Police are investigating at least four separate 
shootings, all believed to be done by one gun- 
man, whose name was not released, the Alabama 
Department of Safety said in a statement. 

The shootings began late in the afternoon in 
Samson. The shooter killed five people in one 
home and one each in two other homes. 

The gunman also shot at a state trooper’s car, 
striking the vehicle seven times and wounding 
the trooper with broken glass. 

He then killed someone at a Samson supply 
store and another person at a service station, the 
safety department said. 

Police pursued him to Reliable Metal Products 
just north of Geneva, about a dozen miles south- 
east of Samson, where he fired an estimated 30 
rounds. One of the bullets hit Geneva Police 
Chief Frankie Lindsey, who was saved by his bul- 
let proof vest, the safety department said. 

The statement says the gunman then went in 
the plant and shot himself. 

The gunman had worked at Reliable Metal, 
said state Rep. Warren Beck, a Republican whose 
district includes Geneva. 

“This is one of the most tragic events ever in 
Geneva County,” he said. 

State Sen. Harri Anne Smith, R-Slocomb, said 
some of those killed were sitting outside. 

“He was just driving down the street shoot- 
ing at people sitting on their porches,” she said. 
‘A family was just sitting on the porch and they 
were shot.” 

Reliable Metal Products makes grills and vents 
for heating and AC systems, mainly for hotels. A 
call to a person who answered the phone at the 
plant said no one could talk about the shooting. 

The towns of Geneva and Samson are near the 
Florida border in southeast Alabama. Geneva’s 
population is about 4,400 and Samson, 2,000.

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See ya, stage fright 


Velvet Lounge’s Fred Anderson 
overcame jitters to make 
his mark on Chicago jazz

About 6o years ago— and thanks to a friend’s coercion— Fred 
Anderson got up on stage for the first time to play saxo- 
phone. 

“I got up there and couldn’t play a note,” Anderson recalls. 
“I was scared to death.” 

The rest, of course, is history The Louisiana-born, 
Chicago-raised tenor sax vet— who is celebrating his 8oth 

birthday with a weeklong fes- 
tival at his South Side jazz club, 
the Velvet Lounge— has been 
an integral part of Chicago’s 
music scene since the ’60s, 
thanks to his involvement 
with the Association for the 
Advancement of Creative 
Musicians (AACM), his pro- 
lific recordings and his free- 
wheeling performances. Since 
taking over the Velvet in ’82 
and starting live music there in ’93, Anderson has made the 
club (formerly located on Indiana Avenue) one of the corner- 
stones of live Chicago jazz, with an emphasis on local musi- 
cians both young and old. 

While hanging at the club, Anderson— a devoted Charlie 
Parker fan who still practices his craft for at least two hours 
a day— talked about the upcoming celebration and why he 
doesn’t practice at home.

What do you do when you’re not playing or listening to 
music? 

/ Laughs ] Most of the time that’s what I’m doing. If I’m not 
playing, I’m listening or I’m over here practicing. 

Why don’t you practice at your apartment? Most 
people would love to live near a renowned jazz 
musician. 

No, no, man. It’s just kinda annoying because you’d be 
trying to do certain little things and going over and over 
things. You could drive people crazy [Laughs] It’s not 
the best thing for somebody just listening. You don’t be 
playing songs. 



Would you have said the same thing if you lived above 
Charlie Parker? “Practice somewhere else!” 

Charlie Parker had problems too, practicing. He drove the 
people crazy where he used to live, ’cause he was living in 
an apartment at one time down in Kansas City And he said 
the people threatened to have him move because he always 
drove the people crazy with his practicing. 

So people only want to hear the good stuff at shows? 

Well, that’s where the good stuff comes. If you don’t [prac- 
tice], the good stuff won’t happen. 

What was going through your head that first time you were 
on stage? 

Man, wasn’t nothing going through my head. [Laughs] I 
couldn’t play at all. I froze. But I got over that pretty quick. 

Talk about the upcoming festival/birthday party. 

Everybody wants to do something for 80. A lot of musicians 
don’t make it to 8 o. I got the Velvet, and we have to raise some 
money sort of like a fundraiser too because the economy is so 
bad, and I guess it’s affecting everybody, not excluding us. So 
we having problems too and just try to keep afloat. 

Understandably. What’s special about jazz in Chicago? 

The musicians came to Chicago before they went to New 
York. Louis Armstrong was here before he went to New 
York, I think Charlie Parker was here before he went to 
New York. And Chicago’s always been a thing for the music. 


You played the sax because that’s what you found in the 
house when you were 12. How much different would life 
have been if you had found a kazoo? 

[Laughs] I don’t know. Music was just a thing with me, 
man. I don’t know where I got it from. I was just fascinated 
when I heard the be-bop guys. That music was just 
so fascinating. It just excited everybody in my neighbor- 
hood. 

Then you think you could have become a world-class 
kazoo player? 

I don’t know about that. Saxophone has been my love 
for a long time. And that’s the only horn that I play. I don’t 
double on no other instrument. Because I found out that 
everybody that ever accomplished anything they did it on 
one horn. 

Has it been hard for people to see you as modest when 
you spent your whole life tooting your own horn? 

[Laughs] I never really thought about it, man. I just 
do what I do, that’s all. I just do what I dreamed about, 
man. When I first started playing I dreamed that I would 
be in the same book that all these greats was in. The Jazz 
Encyclopedia, I’m in there. I’m in a lot of books now. 

I consider myself very fortunate to be in this position 
right now.

Right wine makes 
pizza supreme 

Whether it is deep dish or thin crust, Americans love their pizza and 
can't get enough of it. According to a survey done by Bolla Wines, 

93 percent of Americans eat at least one pizza a month. 

When it comes to pairing this comfort food with a beverage, 
many of us may reach for a cold can of beer, but a glass of wine can 
be equally delicious and satisfying. The trick to pairing wine with 
pizza is to first consider the sauce and then match the toppings. 

White sauce-based pizzas are best paired with a light- to medium- 
bodied white wine that offers enough acidity to cut through the 
richness of the cheese, but the weight also must be in balance with 
the choice of toppings. Choose light and refreshing varietals such as 
sauvignon blanc or pinot grigio for vegetarian toppings: basil pesto, 
tomatoes and green peppers. Lighter whites also pair well with high- 
acid cheeses such as feta or goat cheese. 

On the other hand, meatier, more assertively flavored toppings 
such as grilled chicken, smoked mozzarella and bacon can stand up 
to heavier white wines such as buttery chardonnay and aromatic 
viognier. 

When it comes to pairing wines with red sauce-based pizza, I 
find red wines work best since the tangy flavor of the tomato sauce 
tends to overpower most white wines. The type and style is once 
again determined by the choice of toppings. For a simple pizza 
Margherita, I prefer light and juicy Italian reds such as barbera and 
valpolicella. 

For meat toppings such as salami, pepperoni or sausage, you can 
turn up the volume a bit and go with more fruit- forward, robust 
selections such as nero d’avola, primitivo or aglianico. These ripe 
reds from Southern Italy not only stand up to rich meats but 
they also often taste of dried herbs, which marries perfecdy with 
seasonings such as oregano, basil and fennel seeds.

Chicken & pesto— Antinori Campogrande Orvieto, Italy $11 

This pinot grigio doppelganger is a great match with the basil and garlic 

flavors of pesto. 

Pizza Margherita-Buglioni Valpolicella, Italy $13 

The bright and juicy flavors of this red are unbelievably good with a 

simple tomato sauce 

Meat lover’s— Vesevo Aglianico Beneventano, Italy $14 

The smoky notes of Aglianico are a perfect pairing with cured meats 

Hawaiian-Bex Riesling, Germany $10 

Flavors of peaches and pineapples make this off-dry selection an obvious 
choice.
